The Pictorial said some Ameri-

think of the wild ferocious, long- 
snouted, lean and bony wild hogs, 
which once ran rampant in the 
forests and thickets of over con- 
tinent and from which these sleek, 
modern porkers were developed. 
it represents a fabulous feat of 
human persistence and ingenuity. 


The fat, pampered sheep and 


cattle I see here incline my mind's 
eye all the way back io the days 
of ancient Asia and Egypt, when 
men tended their small flocks 
and herds on the arid plains and 
n the lush bottoms of the Nile 
and the Euphrates, buying, selling 
and swapping on market days in 
:owns and cities now buried and 
crumbled to dust these many, 
many centuries.

In another decision today the 


board concluded that a union's 
request for a union shop clause 
is a proper subject for decision 
by a public hearing panel. . 


Ordinarily, Julian explained, a 


union can strike to back up its 
demand for a union shop. But a 
union in a public utility is bar- 
red by state law from striking. 
Therefore the board fell; 'it was 
lair that the issue should be set- 
tled by a public hearing panel.

State Fair is And Always 
Has Been Lots of Fun 


Getting the Missouri State Fair 


^o locate in Sedalia meant a big 
fight, with Sedalia and Jefferson 
City at each other's throats. 


An enactment of the 40th Mis- 


souri General Assembly in 1899 
was passed however for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the 
Missouri State Fair in Sedalia and 
Fettis county. The selection was 
made because of the central loca- 
tion, transportation facilities and 
convenience of entertaining thou- 
sands of visitors. 


The first fair was held in 1901. 


"It wasn't much of a fair," one 
man said, "There were only a few 
Irame buildings and the grounds 
were muddy." 
Shuttle Trains 
Transportation 
to 
the 
fair- 


grounds was by the shuttle train 
on the M. K. T. railroad. The sta- 
tion platform was filled with fair 
visitors and hometown people in 
gay holiday spirit as they waited 
for the shuttle train. The fare was 
15 cents a round trip and a few 
years later it went up to ten cents 
each way. The ride on the shuttle 
was part of the fun of going to the 
lair as the train wound its way 
around the south part of the city 
and lets its passengers off on the 
south side of the fairgrounds. 


Everybody didn't wo to the Fair 


by shuttle train, however. There 
were buggies, surries and wagons. 


In 1904 a disastrous lire wiped 


out for of the large frame build- 
ings, which resulted in the con- 
struction of fireproof and perman- 
ent buildings and this building 
program has continued through 
the years. Additional ground has 
also been purchased. 
Ups and Downs 
The history of the institution has 


been filled with ups and downs 
with severe wet spells during the 
exhibition and bad douths with 
wind and electrical storms tearing 
things up in general. But regard- 
less of the weather the fair has 
continued to grow. 


People look back on their chil- 


hood and youth at the fair and 
laugh. Everybody remembers cer- 
tain things that happened when 
they were' "kids " at the fair. 
They remember the thrills of the 
dozens of things thai /ere given 
away and of going home loaded 
down with fans, yardsticks, sam- 
ples of food, soap or some other 
product. They remember visiting 
the 
educational 
building and 


pointing with pride rt something 
of their own on exhibit, a bit of 
writing, a crayon drawing, wood- 
work or fancy work. They 
re- 


member the excitement of the 
races, the midway and how they 
tried to win dolls. They remem- 
ber the hamburgers and orange 
ade, the lunches they took from 
home in a shoe box, how they sat 
down on the ground to eat and 
practically every youngster who 
•ver went to the fair remembers 
going home broke. 
Had Pictures Taken 


Some women recently recalled 


how they went to the fair, three of 
them, and decided to have their 
picture taken. The picture was a 
tintype and when they went to 
pay for them with their collective 
small change they lacked three 
cents of having enough. They gave 
the man all they had and he told 
them they owed him thre cents. 
Three little girls looked at him 
bewildered. 
They had the pic- 


tures but they didn't have the 
three cents. "You'll be coming out 
again this week," the man said, to 
which the little girls replied: "Oh, 
yes sir," and scurried off with 
their pictures. The little girls 
knew well enough they wouldn't 
be able to go to the fair again that 
year and no doubt a man taking 
pictures got a laugh that was 
worth the three cents over the 
frightened youngsters. 
No HI Effects 
Another woman recalls how she 


and a girl friend went out to the 
fair with $1.50 each, got a ride 


out there, got it free, one boy took 
them to the midway shows, am 
somsone else bought their din 
ner, yet when they started homi 
one of them had to borrow enoug] 
money for street car fare. Thej 
had not one souvenior to show 
for it, they had spent if for ham 
burgers, ice cream cones, soda 
pop and anything else they saw 
to eat.

History of Tranportation 
In Highway Gardens 


Starting with a group of old time 


pictures showing the muddy roads 
and the bad bridges of the early 
days the State Highway Depart- 
ment, under the direction of F. W. 
Sayers, maintenance engineer, pre- 
sents in the Highway Garden at 
the Missouri State Fair this year 
the progress that has been made 
in road building since the first 
blazing of the trails west. 


The exhibit is built around 


relics that have been found over 
Missouri most of which are almost 
extinct today, and starts with a 
scene of old skillets, a coffee pot 
and a coonskin cap.

an animal on which is a sign, 
"Forced to Leave." Here the white 
man was run off by the Indians. 


The highway sign system start- 


ed back in 1739 with a three 
notches carved on trees ever so of- 
ten to mark the trail. The first 
marker was soon after 1789 when 
the Spanish, through military ne- 
cessity, were prompted to mark 
the trail "El Camino Real" from 
New Madrid to St. Louis. 


The water of western springs 


were often marked (Poizon Place) 
by men who wanted to keep the 
water hole for 
themselves 
but 


sometimes the sign was correct, 
the pool of water was poison. In 
the exhibit, too, is a replaca of an 
old town pump of 1890, made of 
wood with wooden trough be- 
neath the spout. Today the High- 
way Department marks the water 
by signs that1 read "Water Approv- 
ed."

The first street car was run in 


St. Louis on July 4, 1858. 


A hitching rack for horses over 


a hundred years old is on dis- 
play. This hitching rack of wood- 
en posts through which is run a

MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 22— 


(jP)—President T r u m a n 
pleaded today, for fast ap 
proval of the full 81,450,000 
000 arms aid program a; 
"part of the price of peace.' 


He indirectly told critic; 


of the plan in Congress— 
without calling any names— 
that peace with freedom and 
justice "can not be bought 
cheaply" in a world made 
uneasy by "Soviet pressure.' 


And he described the goal a: 


prevention of aggression. 


"We are not arming ourselve; 


and our friends to start a fight 
with anybody," the president said 
"We are building our defenses so 
that we won't have to fight." 


He spoke before the Golden 


Jubilee convention of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars after an 822-mile 
flight here from Washington in 
the 
Independence, 
the 
White 


House plane. 


The president blamed Russian 


tactics in the United Nations and 
elsewhere for the need to arm 
friendly nations "to resist aggres- 
sion." 


Russia, the president declared, 


"has blocked every effort to es- 
tablish' an effective international 
police force and to free the world 
nations of forrr.ing regional de- 
fense pacts." 


Efforts to Restore 
Etforts of Senaie leaders to re- 


store $580,495,000 1he House slash- 
ed last week from the $1,160,990,- 
000 set aside for western Europe 
in the arms proposal were under- 
way in Washington. 


Tlie president speaking in Din- 


ner Key auditorium, condemned 
Communism for its "false" claim 
that it satisfies "the universal 
desire for a better life." 


Instead, he said, it "lures men 


by false promises back to tyranny 
end slavery.'' 


The president made no refer- 


ence to the plight^ of Communist- 
controlled China. A new Ameri- 
can policy concerning that coun- 
try is in course of study at the 
State Department. 


But, he said, the Philippines and 


Korea, the two young republics 
in the far east, "need military 
assistance if they are to maintain 
their national security." 


Where Most To Go 
While most of the aid sought in 


the arms program would go to 
Atlantic Treaty countries, he said 
the Philippines and Korea will 
share -like others "whose security 
is important to world peace.1' 


"We must continue our aid to 


Greece and Turkey,' Mr. Truman 
said. "We should help Iran main- 
tain its firm stand against the 
Soviet pressure." 


Contrasting United States' ef- 


forts to aid other countries with 
those of Russia, the president cited 
U. S. support of the United Na- 
tions, and its aid to Greece and 
Turkey in 1947 which "preserved 
the integrity of both countries." 


He said the Marshall plan re- 


covery'program prevented general 
collapse in Europe. 


The president applauded the 


signing of the pact of Rio de 
Janeiro binding North and South 
America 
together in a defense 


alliance and compared this with 
the North Atlantic Defense Pact. 


"The next task," he said, "is 


to back up this principle with 
military assistance to European 
nations, and to certain other na- 
tions, which are unable to build 
up their defenses without outside 
help." 


He said the help would be ex- 


tended in three forms (1) by aid

still having them. Further, he says 
he may have to rely on volunteer 
citizen help to watch over controls 
in some of the two-thirds re- 
maining.)

750,000 to operate the office of 
housing expediter during the year 
that began July 1. The senate cut 
this down to $21,667,500 but a 
senate-house conference wacked 
off 
another $4,167,500 to $17,- 


500,000. 


Senator Douglas (D-I11), with 


the support of President Truman 
and others who favor rent con- 
trols, contend this amounts to 
making it impossible to enforce 
the rent celings and so. in effect, 
partially nullifying the law. 


He has a motion pending to re- 


consider previous senate approval 
of the conference report. Vigorous 
debate, of undetermined length, 
was in store before a vote. 


Those on the opposite side con- 


tend the $17,500,000 should be 
ample. 


Tito is More 
Hostile With 
The Soviet 


Definite Sign of 
A Growing Split 
In Communism 


By the Associated Press 


Premier Marshal Tito of Yu- 


goslavia drew surprise support 
from a crowd of German Com- 
munists today. This sign of the 
growing split in the ranks of 
world communism came as Yugo- 
slavia's war of words with Russia 
reached a new pitch of intensity. 


A Russian note to Belgrade at 


the weekend threatened to take 
"effective measures" to protect 
Soviet citizens in Yugoslavia. Re- 
plying, the Yugoslav Communist 
newspaper 
Borba 
accused 
the 


Kremlin of using those citizens 
as spies. 


British newspapers quickly not- 


ed the similarity between the 
stern tone of the Soviet note and 
the language used by Hitler be- 
fore he sent the German army 
into action a decade ago. They 
said the Russian note sounded 
like the worst threat of war since 
1939. 


Typical was the comment of the 


London Daily Mail. It said the 
acute hostility between the Yugo- 
slav 
and Russian governments 


"has reached such a pitch that 
outbreak of war would not be 
astonishing." 
Much Space to Note 


The concern of the Kremlin it- 


self over its relations with Tito 
apparently was reflected in the 
Soviet press and radio, which de- 
voted much space and time to 
foreign reactions to the Soviet 
note. 


Half of Pravda's foreign news 


page was taken up with dispat- 
ches from abroad on the subject. 
Sample headlines in the official 
Soviet Communist party newspa- 
per were: 


"Tito's clique conducting secret 


negotiations with Vatican." 


"Traitorotis deal of the Tito 


clique with Greek monarchist- 
Fascists (Nationalists)." 


Tito has been feuding with the 


Kremlin for more than a year. 
His government was thrown out 
o fthe Moscow-directed Comiii- 
form 
(Communist i International 


Information Bureau) for nation- 
alistic deviations from what Rus- 
sia regards as orthodox commun- 
ism. 


One of the Kremlin's fears is 


that Tito's show of national inde- 
pendence will spread to other 
eastern European countries in the 
Soviet sphere and to Communist 
parties elsewhere. 
This' fear is 


shown by Moscow's 
insistence 


that Tito must bend a knee and 
admit his "mistakes." 


Titoism now has taken root in 


Germany. 
German Communists 


who hate Russia formed a new 
splinter party today and promptly 
sent the Yugoslav leader a mes- 
sage of support. 


The new organization described 


itself as a "free Communist par- 
ty."' It claimed 4,000 active mem- 
bers in the 
Russian zone of 


Germany and another 600 in the 
western sectors of Berlin.

Mosl Important 
To be Between 
Acheson and Bevin

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22—(£•)— 


Preliminary American - British 
talks on Britain's economic crisis 
will open here this week in an 
atmosphere o f bitterness and 
gloom. 


Americans officials said it would 


require some notable 
feats of 


statesmanship to prevent the con- 
ference' from hurting instead of 
improving British-American 
re- 


lations. The conference will reach 
a climax early next month. 


Among other things the British 


say they take a dim view of the 
appointment of Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder to head up the 
American delegation for the main, 
second stage of the negotiations 
which will open Sept. 6 or 7. 
They say they would have pre- 
ferred Secretary of State Acheson. 


Cover Wide Range 
State department officials count- 


er this criticism by saying that 
Acheson and British foreign min- 
ister Bevin will in fact probably 
tiold the most important of the 
conversations—covering the whole 
range of U. S. - British relations 
— entirely outside the economic 
negotiations. The latter will be 
conducted by Snyder and Britain's 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir 
Stafford Cripps. 


To add to the confusion of this 


point, however, British 
officials 


lere say that no preparations have 
been made for Acheson-Bevin 
discussions paralleling the Cripps 
-Snyder negotiations. The British 
say they doubt that the meetings 
between the foreign secretaries 
will be planned to produce de- 
"inite results. 


Canada will be an interested 


third party at the talks. 


Meanwhile, lower level Ameri- 


can and British negotiators will 
open the preliminary round be- 
tween the two countries 
next 


Saturday. Undersecretary of Stale 
James E. Webb has been named 
to head up the American group 
for this preparatory "exchange of 
views" as the diplomats call it. 


Actually, the preliminary talks 


will be highly important. They 
will disclose what specific pro- 
posals the British have in mind to 
deal with their dollar and gold 
shortages and what measures Lhe 
United States also is considering.

Germany Needs a Stronger 
Democracy Before We Leave 


By Bruce Biossat 


In their first free election since Hitler took 


power in 1933, some 24,000,000 Germans in the 
western zones have voted for parliament mem- 
bers to serve in the new government created 
under Allied auspices. 


Fight-wing parties carried the day. Together 


the Christian Democrats, the leading party in 
the returns, and the Free Democrats, who ran 
third, piled up enough seats in the new essem- 
bly to dominate it in coalition. 
The Social 


Democrats, a strong second, are not far behind 
this combination. 


The non-Communist world observed happily 


that Communists polled just six per cent of the 
total vote, as compared with the ten per 
cent they registered in the 1946 state elections 
in Germany. 
It was the fourth straight setback for com- 
munism at the polls in Europe. 
This latest 


shellacking came after defeats in Italy, France 
and West Berlin. 


Naturally there is satisfaction in the mere 


fact this election was held for if suggests Ger- 
many is back on the road to freedom at last. 
Anyone must welcome the establishment of 
postwar self government there, even though it 
does not include the Soviet zone. 


There is satisfaction also in word that the 


election generally was orderly and that a sur- 
prisingly large turnout — about 75 per cent of 
the eligible voters joined in the balloting. 


Yet the conduct of the election campaign in 


the final 10 days certainly must temper our en- 
thusiasm for an otherwise hopeful event. 
It 


was marked by an emotional upsurge of stri- 
dent nationalism that smacked of Hitlerism all 
over again. Like many other signs coming out 
of Germany, it was unfortunate evidence that 
Germans seern to have changed little since Hit- 
ler's heyday. 


The outburst were, toned down in the final 


appeals. But it is hard to shake off the feeling 
that the earlier thunderings represent the true 
German sentiment even among the more en- 
lightened party leaders. 


Fuel for this notion comes from Thomas 


Mann, celebrated German author just back from 
a visit to his homeland. He declares there is 
real danger from a reviving militaristic nation- 
alism in Germany. 


He advises the western powers to give more 


support than they have to the "honestly dem- 
ocratic forces" of Germany, which he says are 
in a "dangerous minority." 


That is the least we can do. Until genuine 


democracy grows strong in Germany, the wes- 
tern nations cannot leave this new government 
or any other German government to its own 
devices. 
The free world needs better assur- 


ances than it has gained from this election that 
Germany wants to be a peaceful member of the 
European fraternity. 


• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Senate Committee Would Have 
Vaughan Tried on 
Military Charges

WASHINGTON, August 22 — Members of the 


Senate "5-percenter" investigating committee 
are considering demanding that Ma}. Gen. Har- 
ry Vaughan be tried on military charges. 


The Senators have discussed the matter with 


authorities on military law. 


Basis for the proposed action are two factors: 
(1) Vaughan is not a civilian employe of the 


White House. He is a reserve officer on active 
duty and draws pay (over $12,000) from army 
funds. He is therefore subject to army regula- 
tions and rules of conduct the same as any 
other active officer. 


(2) By his 'own admission, Vaughan has ac- 


cepted gratuities and gifts. 
This is in direct 


violation of a specific prohibitory army regula- 
tion. 
In addition, other charges made before 


the Senate committee lay him open to disciplin- 
ary action on the ground of "conduct unbe- 
coming an officer and gentleman." 


What the Senate investigators have in mind 


is a formal demand that Vaughan be hailed 
before a court-martial. 


Such a demand would put President Truman 


on the spot. It would be wholly up to him 
to decide whether Vaughan is tried. The Pre- 
sident has immediate jurisdiction over Vaughan 
and no one in the army would risk ordering 
him court-martialed without presidential appro- 
val. 


The senators are fully aware of this. That's 


why their plan has such a strong appeal for 


them. 
Putting the President on the spot is 


one of the primary objectives. 


However, other Republican senators are less 


enthusiastic. 


One proposed a modification. 
He suggested 


dropping the court-martial demand and substi- 
tuting instead removal of Vaughan as coordi- 
nator of veterans' affairs. 
The Senator pointed 


out that the claim could be that Vaughan is 
'•unfit" to handle veteran affairs and the Pre- 
sident could be put directly on the spot with 
millions of ex-servicemen. 


Another Republican senator, a party leader, 


was opposed to the whole idea of taking any 
action against Vaughan, unless the Democrats 
took the initiative. His view was that it would 
be better GOP strategy for Vaughan to con- 
tinue as a prominent member of the president's 
entourage. 
In that position, he would be a 


vulnerable target in next year's elections. 


"We could plaster the country with bill- 


boards reading 'have you got your freezer 
yet'!" the Republican leader pointed out. "If 
we give Truman the chance to get rid of 
Vaughan, he might take us up. I would if I 
were in his place. We don't want to outsmart 
ourselves in this matter." 


Note — Sen. Margaret Chase Smith, R., Me., 


has sharply chided her investigating colleagues 
in closed-door sessions for talking out of turn. 
"If we are going to permit testimony to leak," 
she said, "we might as well save time by giving 
everything directly to the press. 
That is not 


my idea of a fair investigation." 


So far, Mrs. Smith's admonitions have had 


no effect. 
All Set 
Rhode Island Democratic chiefs have it all 


set on who will get what as a result of the 
elevation of Senator Howard McGrath to at- 
torney general. This is the deal: 


McGrath's seat will be filled with a tem- 


porary appointee, who will not run next year. 
He will merely keep the place warm for Gov. 
John Pastore, who will be a candidate next 
year for the remainder 
of McGrath's term 


which expires in 1952. 
As Pastore's successor 


in the governorship, the leaders have selected 
Rep. John E. Fogarty. 


Both Pastore and Fogarty are New Deal 


Democrats. 
The reshuffling arrangement was 


chiefly in accordance with Pastore's views. He 
is the real Democratic boss of the state. 


Uneasy 
EGA authorities are uneasy about the situa- 


tion in France. 


Currently, political and economic conditions 


are quiet there. 
Inflation has been stopped, 


and the De Gaullist and Communist threats 
have subsided. Also, the Chamber of Deputies 
is in recess and a large portion of the popu- 
lation is enjoying the first quiet vacation period 
since the war. But behind this peaceful surface 
are a number of disquieting factors. 


Chief of them is the wide disparity between 


prices and wages and the known preparations 
of major unions for a new round of pay de- 
mands. 
These are expected early in the fall, 


with the communist unions taking the lead.

The Doctor Says 


Self Treatment t is Dangerous 
Is Advanced Athlete's Foot

Dermatophytosis 
(or 
"r )11 g- 


worm" or "athlete's foot," as it 
is more commonly known) is a 
skin disease. Improper hygiene of 
the feet frequently aids the infec- 
tion xo become established. 
It is 


often difficult to cure. 


For the prevention of derma- 


tophltosis, the following has been 
recommended by the Council on 
Pharmacy and Chemistry oE the 
American Medical Association: 


1. Keep the feet clean and dry, 


with special attention to places be- 
tween the toes. 


2. Air shoes and socks when not 


hi use. 


3. Shoes should be selected that 


ave as light and well aerated as is 
compatible with working condi- 
tions. 


4. A dusting powder consisting 


of 1 per cent boric acid in pow- 
dered talc should be dusted on the 
feet between the toes every night 
and morning. 
Treatment 
For treatment, 
the following 


policy has been suggested: 


1. Only the mild lesions that 


occur between the toes should be 
treated by the patient himself. 
Considerable 
redness 
moisture, 


pustule formation or pain call for 
the attention of the physician and 
the physician only. The patient 
must err on the safe side. 


2. Mild cases can be treated , 


observing regulations just laid 
down for prevention, and using a 
local application of the boris acid 
foot powder mentioned previously 
If there is no improvement within 
two weeks, consult a physician. 


Under no circucstances, say: 


the council, should the patien 
yield to the well-meant recom- 
mendations of friends and to ad- 
vertisements. 
Preparations con 


taining iodine, mercury or suliu: 
are particular dangerous, and sul- 
i'onamide preparations are note 
rious because they so frequentl; 
lessen the ctlectiveness of sultona 
micle drugs which may be impera 
tively indicated later for a reallj 
serious ailment.

Method For 
Controlling 
Of Weevil 


Chemical For Use 
On Corn And Also 
Wheat Stored 


Numerous inquiries are coming 


to the Agricultural Extension of- 
fice pertaining to controlling wee- 
vil in wheat and corn. 


This is of so much importance 


duen to considerable qantities of 
wheat in storage on farms that a 
somewhat lenghty and rather de- 
tailed information seems justified 
by Roy I. Koplen, County Exten- 
sion Agent. 


The common chemical used is 


carbon bisulphide sometimes call- 
ed carbon disulphide. It is nearly 
colorless, ill smelling liquid that 
changes to a gas very 
rapidly 


when, exposed to the air. The gas 
is nearly 3 times as heavy as air 
and therefore sinks to the bottom 
of any space used. 
It is highly 


inflamable 
and explosive 
when 


mixed with air and hence should 
be used with caution. A flame of 
any kind, a lighted cigar, cigar- 
ette or even the spark from hitting 
metal on metal, or from an elec- 
tric switch may cause an explos- 
ion of gas. 


The gas is deadly to all forms of 


insect life, if used at sufficient 
strength and at temperatures in 
which insects are active (70 F or 
more). It is on the whole per- 
haps the best penetrator in stored 
grain. 
Some Nauseous Effects 
If breather by mail, the 
gas 


causes dizziness and nausea, and 
produces somewhat the effect of 
intoxication. It is deadly if in- 
haled in large amounts. 


To use this gas, first the sides 


and bottoms of the bins, rooms, or 
containers 
to be fumigated, as 


nearly air tight as possible. Where 
there is sure to be some leakage, 
the amount of carbon bisulphide 
must be increased above that giv- 
en below. If the previous fumi- 
gation was not done and weevil is 
present, one should treat. 
Never 


attempt to fumigate a room or bin 
with large cracks or openings in 
the bottom or sides. 
The best 


results are secured with tempera- 
tures from 75 to 90 F. 
Do not 


fumigate when the temperature is 
below 60 F. One pound of carbon 
bisiilphide to each 100 cubic feet 
of space is usually sufficient. The

Three terrace out- 
lets were built in 1946 and the 
field was terraced in 1947. 11 was 
heavily fertilized with refuse from 
a poultry dressing plant that win- 
ter and grew a fine crop of corn 
in 1948. 


Apparently practically no ferti- 


lity left the field after the terraces 
were built. 
There 
indica- 


tions that a little nitrogen was 
washed out into the terrace out- 
lets' but apparently it was caught 
in the grass roots there as eviden- 
ced by a rank growth of grass 
right at the mouth of the terraces 
but not extending far down the 
outlet. 


The field was in Clinton oats 


and sweet clover in 1949. 
The 


oats yielded 60 bushels per acre 
and the field now 
has 
a 
good 


stand of first year sweet clover. 


Two Tons Pei- 
Acre For Hay

Help Farmers 
Build or Repair 


The Federal Housing Act re- 


cently passed by the 81st Congress 
under Title V authorizes govern- 
ment loans to help farmers con- 
struct or repair farm dwelling and 
other buildings. 


This Title of the Housing Act 


resignates the Farmer's Home Ad- 
ministration 
to administer 
the 


functioning of the loaning pro- 
gram, according 
to 
information 


received by Oscar H. De "Wolf 
Pettis County Supervisor. 
In or- 


der to be eligible, a farmer mus' 
be' unable to get the needed credit 
for housing or farm building im- 
provements from 
other 
reliable 


sources, Mr. De Wolf stated, and 
that loans can be made only to 
farm owners. Landlords may use 
loans to provide better housing 
for tenants or farm laborers. Vet- 
erans will be given preference. 
Mr. De Wolf further commented 
the Housing Act, under Title V, 
further provided that under cer- 
tain condition loans may be made 
for land development purposes as 
well as enlarge an undersized fam- 
ily type farm. 
The loaning pro- 


gram will be Dlaced in operation 
as soon as the Congress has made 
loan funds available as provided 
for in the Act. 


As outlined in the Act loans are 


repayable in a maximum of 33 
years and will draw interest at 
the rate of 4 per cent. 
Under 


certain conditions a moratorium 
may be granted on principal and 
interest during the first five years 
of the repayment period. 


When the program is placed in 


operation applications will be filed 
at the county office of the Farm- 
er's Home Administration. 
The 


elegibility of all applicants must 
be certified by the County FHA 
Advisory Committee of three far- 
mers before loans can be made.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20—There is little of 


commendable note in the record of the "Eighty- 
Worst" Congress, but it is outstanding in one 
regard. 


That is the group of able, dynamic and cour- 


ageous new members in the House. 


Most of them are Democrats, due to the 


big over-turn last year. Representing all sec- 
tions of the country, most of them are young. 
But regardless of age, party or region, all have 
one thing in common. 


They are liberal-minded. 
Also, the most forceful among them are war 


veterans. 
Whether this service is the cause of 


their militancy is conjectural. But it is a fact 
that these men, who fought for democracy in 
combat, are taking democracy very seriously 
in public office. 


As Freshmen, they are nominally "back seat- 


ers" under the rule of seniority. 
They have

and fighting qualities of the group, that every 
one has already made his mark as a leader 
on at least one major issue.

Tetanus Toxoid And Antitoxin 
Fight Deadly Lockjaw Disease 


Lockjaw, or tetanus, is an ex- 


tremely serious disease. In recent 
-ears about 700 deaths have been 
•ecorded from this disease annu- 
ally. It can be prevented, how- 
ever. For many years an anti- 
oxin has been available which 
ounteracts it, providing it is given 
before the active symptoms de- 
•elop. 
The germ which causes lockjaw 


s present almost everywhere on 
he soil and on objects which have 
:ome in contact with the earth. 
The germs are carried into the 
issues by the penetration of a 
usty nail or other object. Here, 
deep in the tissues, the germ grows 


nd produces a toxin or poison 
hich is carried by the blood 
tream through the body. 
Toxoid Prevention 


>. Actually the most effective mea- 
ure in combatting lockjaw is to 
iroduce an immunity or resist- 
nce 
to 
the 
poisonous 
toxin 


head of time. This is done by 
living two or three injections of a 
etanus toxoid, which causes the 
luman body to produce its own 
ntitoxin. 
During World War II 


n astonishingly small number of 
ases of tetanus occurred among 
ur soldiers and sailors because 


military personnel were given tox- 
id injections. 


Toxoid can now be given to 


hildren combined with diphtheria 


and whooping cough vaccine, 
serious disadvantages have been 
discovered, and, since the disease 
is so serious when it does occur, 
this simple method is well worth- 
while. 


If a person who has received the 


toxoid is later injured in such a 
way as to cause fear of the disease, 
all thst is necessary is to give 
another injection of the toxoid. 
The toxoid practically never pro- 
duces unpleasant reactions and 
this is another advantage over 
antitoxin.

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Blanks For 
Vet' Dividends 


W. F. Fidler, Jr., in charge of 


;he Veterans Administration Of- 
:ice, said today that a supply of 
application blanks for the special 
National Service Life 
Insurance 


dividend would be available Mon- 
day, August 29, at the office on 
511 South Ohio avenue, Sedalia, 
Missouri, as well as through ser- 
vice organizations and at the post- 
office. 


The application form is a three- 


fold 
card 
which contains nine 


blank spaces for the veteran to 
fill out, besides his return address. 


The nine blank spaces request 


the following information; 
. 1. The veteran's full name. 
2. His permanent mailing ad- 


dress. 


3. The county in which his mail- 


ing address is located. 


4. His service serial number. 
5. The branch or service of the 


armed services in which the vet- 
eran served. 


6. His date of birth. 
7. If known, his insurance num- 


ber (with prefix N, V or H). 


8. His claim (or C-) number, 


if any. 


9. His signature. 
Fidler said it is not essential 


that Insurance and claim numbers 
be furnished. He emphasized vet- 
erans should not write the VA for 
unknown numbers. 


After filling out the form, the 


veteran retains one-third of the 
card which contains the instruc- 
tions, and mails (with one-cent 
postage) the other two parts to 
the Veterans Administration at 
Washington, D. C., or it can be 
turned in to the local VA office. 
The return acknowledgment por- 
tion is mailed back to the veteran 
to inform him that VA has receiv- 
ed the application and that it is 
being processed. 


Every veteran who took out Na- 


tional Service Life Insurance and 
kept it in force for three months 
or more will be eligible. for the 
dividend.

Used as Fences and 
Wildlife Habitat 


Multiflora rose seedlings are be- 


ing supplied throughout the State 
of Missouri to farmers to plant 
for fences—but the main object 
of planting is to furnish wildlife 
habitat. During the past several 
years the old hedge fencing has 
been destroyed and is being re- 
moved by many farmers, cutting 
down protection for wildlife. 


According to William H. Stru- 


esse, 
Conservation 
Commission 


agent for this district, more than 
32,000 multiflora seedlings have 
been supplied by the commission 
for planting .a Pettis county this 
spring. 


These plants v/ere purchased 


and planted by individual farmehs 
and landowners from the Conser- 
vation Commission. 


3,500,000 Plants 
A total of three and a half mil- 


lion multiflora plants were distrib- 
uted and set out in the state last 
spring, 
totaling 
approximately 


640 miles of combination living 
fence and farm wildlife habitat. 


There are now between eight 


and ten million multiflora seed- 
lings in Conservation Commission 
nurseries awaiting distribution to 
landowners this next spring, or- 
ders must be placed through the 
county 
agricultural 
extension 


agent between November this year 
and February 15, next. Delivery 
t the counties will begin Febru- 
ary 20 and continue through April 
20.
